A bulletin 
from the Southern Newspaper 
Publishers association had just 
informed me that Bowater Paper 
Co. on Sept. 24 posted a $5»a«ton 
increase to its customers— with 
the probability that the industry 
will follow Bowater's lead. 


If so, today's price of $147 


a ton for newsprint— the coarse 
white paper 
that newspapers 


print on— will become $152 before 
we buy our next car in early 
1970. I haven't had any word as 
yet from our own mill, Southland 
Paper, Lufkin, Texas, but the 
probable price advance has been 
rumored in the commodity mar- 
kets for months. 


Generally speaking, the paper- 


making industry has had a pretty 
fair record in fighting off the in- 
flationary threat, the introduc- 
tion of new machines and high 
productivity of its labor causing 
only occasional price hikes. 


But the paper industry is begin- 


ning to lose the fight to inflation. 
Our SNPA bulletin points out: 


"The announced price in- 


crease will be the fourth in 
43 months, for a total in- 
crease of $17 a ton over the 
$135 newsprint price in ef- 
fect during the first part of 
19GG, Newsprint prices per 
ton were increased $5 in 
June 19GG, $3 in July 1967, 
and in January of this year 
were increased $4." 


A 
quaint book was left on 


my desk the other day by B. 
W. Edwards, who, 1 imagine, 
chuckled as he walked away. 
It's a 1922 edition of the Auto- 
mobile Green Book— an early 
highway guide for New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Cana- 
da and the East, sponsored by 
the New York State Automobile 
association.

. .*

The book is a fatntlier charac- 


ter to a guy like your editor, 
who began driving when the fami- 
ly bought its first Buick in 1914, 
a 1915 model open car with a 32 
h.p. engine and, believe it or not, 
an electric starter! 


There were no highway num- 


bers in those days because there 
were virtually no highways — 
just the original system of local 
roads —and of course highway 
maps were non-existent. When 
you traveled outside your own 
neighborhood you looked 
for 


crude signs pointing to the next 
large city, and if you happened 
upon an unmarked road junc- 
tion you did what you had to do 
— you looked up some local citi- 
zen and got verbal instructions 
on which turn to take. 


The automobile associations 


picked up this idea and put it Intc 
a series of travel guides, the 
Automobile Green Book and Auto- 
mobile Blue Book— verbal in- 
structions 
put 
down 
on 


paper for the benefit of the pio- 
neer auto traveler. Item: "Turn 
right at red barn;" or "Make 
left turn at big chestnut tree," 
etc. The obvious trouble with 
the Green-Blue Books was that 
since publication the red barn 
may have been destroyed by 
lightning, or the chestnut blight 
killed the chestnut tree — reduc- 
ing'the unhappy motorist to the 
status of a lost dog. 


For instance, on Page 538 in 


Edwards' 1922 copy of the Green 
Book I read this about how to 
get from Scranton, Pa., to my 
old home fown of Wllkes-Barre, 
Pa., a distance of 17.4 miles: 


"At mile 0.9 turn left at 


top of hill on Main Ave., 
mooting 
trolley, 
which 


follow to bridge." 
But the trolley line vanished 


years ago —the bridge is still 
there, but with the trolley line 
gone you'd never find it. 


Speaking of signs, I recall 


tliis from back in 1916 when my 
cousin, Charles S. Henry, then 
of Quincy, 01., now living at 
Forrest City, Ark., and I went 
from Wilkes-Barre to Quincy in 
liis Model T. roadster, camping 
out and making the journey for 
$13 apiece: 


West of Terre Haute, Ind., 


we got lost at night, and Charley 
climbed a sign post looking for 
an arrow that would point to 
Paris, 01. 


Not hearing 
from Charley, 


striking matches at the top of 
the pole, I asked: 


"Which way does it say to 


Paris?" 


"It," 
replied Charley from

The 6-foot-3, 206-pound senior 


from Columbus, Ind., completed 
12 of 20 passes for 213 yards 
and one touchdown and scored 
once himself. 


"The 
big difference was 


Phipps," said Ara Parseghlan 
of Notre Dame, who has lost 
only eight of 51 games at the 
helm of the Irish, three of them 
to Phipps and Co. "He made the 
big play on every one of their 
touchdown drives. He has great 
poise, great touch and great 
leadership. He has to rank 
among the best quarterbacks in 
the country." 


In his first two seasons, de- 


spite an ankle injury as a jun- 
ior, Phipps completed 206 of 412 
passes, 14 of them for touch- 
downs. 


Against Notre Dame a year 


ago, Phipps was 16 of 24 for 194 
yards and a TD. In 1967, it was 
14 of 34 for 238 yards and two 
scores.

NEW YORK (AP) - Did you 


think 1968 was a high-scoring 
college football season? Now 
hear this: 


In contests involving major 


college teams, the average com- 
bined scoring is 41.9 points per 
game. At the same stage of 1968 
the average was 38,6, en route 
to the all-time mark of 42.4. 


This was supposed to be the 


year 
the nation's defensive 


coaches put on the brakes with 
new ideas and shifts of more 
talented players from offense to 
defense. 


But 12 teams are averaging 


better than 40 points a game 
and 18 others 30 or more. At this 
time last year it was eight and 
11. Similarly, 28 teams are aver- 
aging more than 400 yards a 
game In total offense compared 
to 16 last season. 


The team leader in total of- 


fense is Iowa, averaging 577 per 
game despite only a 1-1 record. 
Top-ranked Ohio State account- 
ed for 565 yards in its only start 
while Florida is third with a 556 
average in two contests. 


Ohio State is No. 1 in rushing

TV NOTEBOOK 


David 
Makes 


A Case 
For TV

NEW YORK—(NEA)—David Brinkley has never been an 


apologist for television, so when he defends the medium, 
attention, to use the words of Arthur Miller, must be paid. 


Realistic as usual, Brinkley agrees some of what is on is 


worthless. But critics who keep using the words "mindless 
pap" are, he feels, overlooking much that TV has to offer. 


"I can really only discuss what I know—the news field. 


I don't watch* that much entertainment. But television's 
coverage of the elections is not mindless pap, the coverage 
of state funerals is not mindless pap, the coverage of con- 
ventions and space flights are not mindless pap. 


"If anyone had useful criticism of the medium, we would 


welcome it. But just to dismiss it all with two words is 
stupid, wrong and not helpful." 


Brinkley joins other NBC news correspondents on Oct. 7 


when 2l/2 hours of prime time are devoted to From Here 
to the '70s, a study of the decade past and the one to come. 
His subject: television. His theory: During the '60s, TV 
showed the American people to the American people, 


"It was actually a very difficult subject to cover. The 


important thing obviously is not TV, but what's on it. 
Television is like the telephone, of itself it's nothing. It's 
what's on it that makes it." 


A recent poll of television viewers uncovered the fact 


that a large percentage of them feel TV can and does lie 
when covering such news events as the Vietnam war, riots 
and the Chicago conventions. 


"That's such an obvious fact I don't see why they had 


to poll about it," Brinkley said. "Of course TV can lie. 
But I don't think it does." The word lie in this case is a 
euphemism meaning 'television can and does put on things 
I, the viewer, don't want to see.' 


"Recently I got a letter from an otherwise intelligent 


woman who asked why I wasn't objective in reporting what 
she called 'bearded hoodlums who coerced their way into 
colleges.' If I had reported that way. to her it would have 
been objectivity. 


"Of course people who are demonstrating act up even 


more when they see a camera pointed at them. But what 
most people don't realize is that all of it is being filmed, 
and most of it doesn't get on. When people are acting up 
for the camera, it is phony and it looks phony. Except for 
the Chicago convention riots, I don't know of one instance 
where a live TV camera was covering. They are always 
covered by film cameras." 


One other case of TV being a whipping boy which irri- 


tated David was an article in the New York Times. 


"The writer i Herbert Mitgangi had the nerve to say 


that TV occasionally interrupted its commercials to pre- 
sent entertainment.' That same issue ot the Times was 65 
per cent advertising. Nowhere in the history of TV has the 
medium ever done that."

Bolting 
on the merest excuses of 
bodies and deflating the tires 
to about four pounds of pres- 
sure, they were off, bound- 
ing over beaches and des- 
erts. 
Zooming over hum- 


mocks they were more in 
the air than on the ground. 


They c a l l e d them dune 


buggies. 


With t h e i r odd-looking 


contraptions, these youths in- 
vented a new fad car that is 
establishing 
itself 
in the 


spectrum of American ve- 
hicles. They're seen all over 
t h e country. 
- • . . . . 


At the start, the fun cars 


were hauled on trailers and 
trucks, sort of super go-cart. ; 
They never got a wheel on 
the pavement, thus didn't 
need licenses. 


About 80 per cent of to- 


day's crop of 70,000-odd ma- 
chines now stay on the high- 
ways exclusively. S p o r t y 
hot-rods, now, they must be 
fully licensed. 


A junked VW is the chief 


ingredient in the stew. They 
first could be picked up for 
$25 but now sell for $200- 
$300 or even $850 for a '67, 
West Coast d e a l e r s are 
trucking them in from other 
areas, they're so scarce. 
With a half million VWs 
brought in during '68, the 
supply should last, however. 


(A grim little sidelight: 


About 2,500 VWs were stolen 
in Los Angeles last year. 
Jim Pathe, the police official 
who specializes in prevent- 
ing such thefts, says flatly 
that a good many found 
their way, deviously, into 
dune buggies.) 


Motive power for the bug- 


gies is provided rather ex- 
clusively by VW, Porsche or 
Corvair engines. 


Glass fiber body kits to

They 
are weird, doorless shells 
that range from $200 up. The 
big news is that Sears has 
entered the body kit market. 


Ready-to-run, new buggies 


are on the market as well. 
About 50 models are offered 
by 40 companies. There are 
cheapies, then o t h e r s as 
elaborate and expensive as 
$3,000-$4,000 sports cars. J.C. 
Penney is dabbling with the 
idea of introducing in 1970 
a Japanese - made chassis 
and engine with an Ameri- 
can body.

It was 
competing with a scrambled- 
egg a r r a y of four-wheel- 
drives and motorcycle;!. As 
a result, there's a good deal 
of off-road racing in buggies 
Wild tracks have been laid 
out tn sand and hills. Con- 
testants can hardly wait for 
bad weather It adds to the 
excitement,

What separates this gas of 


a show from other specta- 
cles, say the Indy 500 or the 
Can Am series, are several 
factors: 


1—The Drivers. None is a 


full-time professional, in that 
the bulk of his income does 
not derive exclusively from 
the track. Rather, the pilots 
are club racers, members of 
the Sports Car Club of Amer- 
ica who race for various 
reasons but mainly because 
it is fun. 


This is not to say that the 


drivers do not possess the 
skills of the pros; they are 
dedicated to the sport but 
also to their careers. Some 
lawyers, doctors, psycholog- 
ists and other 
professional 


men. Others are business- 
men, mechanics, college stu- 
dents and computer 
pro- 


gramers. 


2—The Rewards. Although 


there is some prize money 
available 
as 
contingency 


awards from 
manufacturers 


(last year this totaled almost 
$100,000), there is no real 
purse. The money is purely 
secondary. Rather, the men 
race for unique 
sculptures 


designed by Bill Crawford, 
NEA's chief editorial car- 
toonist. 


The awards have come to 


be regarded by the sport as 
handsome, treasured things 
unduplicated in any other 
event. 
3—The Competition. The 


ARRC is a big race with 
some 20 separate classes 
which prevent little Fiats 
from running with Corvettes. 
The entrants, who are in- 
vited to participate on the 
basis of their performance 
to races held in their respec- 
tive regions during the year, 
come n o r m a l l y as area 
champions. There are no 
rookies at the ARRC. 


Consequently, the competi- 


tion is intense and far more 
exciting than some so-called 
professional series. The driv- 
ers will win or lose in one 
3p-injnute race. There is no 
time for fiddling with an 


imperfect car or correcting 
a minute driving error. The 
man who makes a pit stop 
loses almost automatically.

Only 
the Olympics bring together 
a like amount of people and 
machinery. 


Anybody who sees the 


American Road Race of 
Champions can hardly help 
but be impressed. He sees 
a full weekend of tough, 
combative racing — actually 
20 different races in all, al- 
though some are combined. 


He sees a splendiferous 


array of exotic and sophisti- 
cated r a c i n g machinery. 
There are the more conven- 
tional "sports cars" (Tri- 
umphs, D a t s u n s, MGs) 
berthed next to one-of-a-kind 
sports racing cars (similar 
to those competing in the 
Can Am series). There are 
the f o r m u l a cars, open- 
wheeled single seaters which 
bear a casual realtionship to 
the Indy cars and Grand 
Prix machines.

early days of the 19th century 
after the Louisiana Purchase. 
By 1842, it was a well establish- 
ed community, and just before 
the Civil War had a pupulation 
of 4,000 and a female and male 
academy for the elite that were 
also its cultural center.

Thus It was 
that when Federal troops were 
about to overrun Little Rock, 
the documents of the Confeder- 
ate State Capitol of Arkansas 
were moved to Washington by 
night. 


For two years, 1863-65, the 


city served as the capitol In 
the old court house, which was 
built in 1892. This building, re- 
modeled in 1939, still stands 
and will be the scene of much 
activity during the Antique Show 
and Sale. 


For years after the Civil War 


the fortunes of Washington went 
down and down. Now they are 
on the upsurge.

Washington Restoration Founda- 
tion with the assistance of the 
Arkansas Publicity and Parks 
Commission has reconstructed, 
restored, and repaired buildings 
and landmarks.

ternational finance. 


"I can assure you that this 


country aims to do its part, in-

that for

strained the vitality of our econ- 
omy," the President said.
